6 . Saving. Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions requi ed to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-Servicemen and other special categories of persons in uccordance 
with th= orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

Hereby published as required by the said section for infor- 
maijon ot all persons likely to be affected thereby and 
notice is hereby given that the said draft rules will be taken 
mio consideration on or after expiry of Forty-five days from 
the date on which copies of the Gazette of India containing 
this notification are made available to the public. 

Any person desiring to make any suggestions or objections 
in respect of the said draft rnlcs may forward the same, 
tor consideration by the Central Government within the 
period specified above to the Agricultural Marketing Adviser 
to the Government of India, Directorate of Marketing and 
Inspection, Central Government Offices, New Building, 
Neighbourhood 4, Faridabad (Haryana) 121001. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title and application.—(1) These rules may be 
called the Essential Offs Grading and Marking Rules, 1993. 

(2) They shall apply to essential oUs produced in 
India. 

(3) They shall come into force from the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules— 

(1) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser" means the Agri¬ 

cultural Marketing Adviser to the Government ot 
India ; 

(2) "Authorised packer” means a person or a body of 

persons who has been granted a Ceitificate of 
Authorisation to grade and mark essential offs in 
accordance with the grade standards and procedure 
prescribed under these rules : 

(3) "Certificate of Authorisation” means a certificate 
issued under the provisions of the General Grading 
and Marking Rules, 1988 authorising a x>erson 
or a body of persons to grade and maik 
essential oils with the grade designation marks; 

(4) “Schedule" means a schedule appended to these 

rules. 

3. Grade designations.—The grade designations to indicate 
the quality of essential oils shall be as set out in column 1 
of Schedules 1 to VIII. 

4. Definition of quality.—The quality of essential oils 
indicated by the grade designations shall be as set out 
against such grade designations in Schedule I to VIII. 

5. Grade designation marks.—The grade designation mark 
shall consist of,— 

(i) A label specifying name of the commodity, grade 

designation and bearing a design consisting of 
an outline map of India with the word “AGMARK” 
and the figure of rising sun with the words ‘‘Pro¬ 
duce of India” and “ RTrEtiq ” resembling 

the one as set out in Schedule IX. or 

(ii) Agmark replica consisting of a design incorporating 

the number of certificate of authorisation, the 
word “AGMARK", name of the commodity, grade 
designation and resembling the one as act out in 
Schedule X ; 

Provided that use of Agmark replica in lieu of Agmark 
labels will be allowed only to such authorised 
packers who have been granted necessary permis¬ 


sion, by the Agricultural Marketing Advisor or an 
officer authorised in this regard. 

6 . Method of packing.—(1) Essential Oils shall be packed 
in new, sound and clean tins, mild steel drums, glass 
bottles, spun aluminium bottles, wooden vats or in other 
suitable containers as may be approved by the Agricultural 
Marketing Adviser or an officer authorised by him in this 
regard ; 

(2) The Containers shall be securely closed by tightly 
screwing the screw bungs, soldering the flat lids, ramming 
the cap shaped lids and suitably sealed in the specified 
manner ; 

(3) Suitable number of consumer packs, bottles may be 
packed in master container such as corrugated card board 
cartons or wooden cases ; 

(4) Each container shall contain the essential oil of one 
grade designation only. 

7. Method of Marking.—(1) The grade designation mark 
shall be securely applied or affixed to each container in the 
manner approved by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser ; 

(2) In addition to the grade designation mark, following 
particulars shall be clearly and indelibly marked on cack 
container- 

fa) Name and address of the packer, 

(b) Lot number, 

(c) Place of packing, 

(d) Date of packing in month and year, 

(e) Net weight. 

(3) The authorised packer may, with the prior approval 
of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer authori¬ 
sed in this regard, mark his private trade mark or aflSx trade 
brnad label on the graded’ container provided that the same 
does not represent a quality or grade different from that 
indicated by the grade designation mark affixed to the con* 
taincr in accordance with these rules. 

8 . Special conditions for grant of Certificate of Authori¬ 
sation,— 

In addition to the general conditions specified in rule 3, 
sub-rule (8) of the General Grading and Marking Rules, 
1988, the following shall be the additional conditions for 
grant of certificate of authorisation for grading and marking 
of essential oils under these rules, namely :— 

(1) The authorised packer shall have suitable arrange¬ 

ments for Alteration, blending and storage of 
essential oils ; 

(2) If the packer proposes to handle more than one 

essential oil in the same premises, there should be 
adequate arrangements to avoid mixing of different 
oils ; 

(3) The packer shall either set up his own laboratory 
manned by qualified chemist duly approved by the 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer autho¬ 
rised in this regard for testing the qualify of es.sen- 
tial oils, or have access to the State Grading Labo¬ 
ratory, Co-operative or Association Laboratory or 
Private Commercial Laboratory approved for the 
putptvse of grading and marking of e.ssential oils 
by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer 
iuKhcr,sed by him in this regard. 

9 Repral tnd Savings.—The Fss;n iai Oils Grading .and 
Matkmc Ru es 1954 are hereby repealed without prejuQice 
to '^Iie previous operation of the said rules or anything duly 
done nr si fiered thereunder.
